America. (3.8 billions of dollars) is held in the vaults of the twelve Federal 
Reserve Banks and of the Treasury Department. 


Credit Transaction. A. monetary transaction Is one In which money is 


directly exchanged for goods. A credit transaction, on the other hand, is an 
incomplete exchange. A credit transaction is involved -when one purchases 
•roods and has his account charged, for the storekeeper has confidence i 
the willing-ness and ability of the buyer to pay for his purchases at a futurej 
date. The bulk of transactions in America are not monetary but arc trans 
Actions In which, credit instruments such as the open-book account, checks 
promissory notes, trade and bankers* acceptanes are used. The amount o 
bank deposits forms a rough and ready indicator of the Importance of credl 
in the business life of America. On June 30, 1923, the deposits of all bank 
amounted roughly to $40,000,000,000, or approximately to 'eight times 
•.mount of money In circulation. 


Banks. Banks are credit institutions. Theirs is the function of re 


eeiving deposits of money but principally of credit Instruments and of ei; 
trading- credit to borrowers. Thus if you were to apply to your bank for 
loan of $10,000, this would in all probability be credited to your deposl 
account, against -which you would be privileged to dra-w checks. Thus ban 
do not commonly loan actual money but rather extend credit.

Paroled Federal Prisoner Declared 


Withdrawal 'Permits Obtained 


by Wholesale. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.— A sen- 


sational story of a gigantic liquor 
withdrawal plot alleged to have been 
engineered by Ohio politicians at 
Washington was related before the 
senate Daugherty investigating com- 
mittee today by Cecil H. Kerns, of 
Columbus, a paroled federal prisoner. 


Kerns named Howard Mannington, 


once resident of the 
"little green 


house on K street," Ralph Cole, for- 
mer member of congress and Abe Un- 
gerleider, Columbus broker and Wil- 
liam Haley as the men who fur- 
nished the political influence to ob- 
tain withdrawal permit*. 


Abe Ungerdeider told him, Kern 


said, .that he had contributed $50,- 
000 to the republican campaign fund 
and that he had an understanding 
that if he gave this sum, "he could 
get all the liquor permits he wanted 
or get his money back." 


Kerns said the alleged liquor deal 


was first broached to him by H. S. 
Adair, president of the Consolidated 
Drug company of Columbns, O., 
Adair was interested with William 
Halley, hes aid. 


"It has been brought out here that 


Jesse Smith was sending telegrams 
to Halley," Senator Wheeler inter- 
jected. 


"I was referred to Abe TJnger- 


leider about obtaining liquor per- 
mits," continued Kerns. 


Ungerleider told him, Kerns said, 


that he contributed $50,000 to the 
republican campaign fund. 


"He said that he had an under- 


standing that if he contributed $50,- 
000- he could get all the liquor per- 
mits he wanted or get his money 
back," said Kerns. 


Kerns said that 13,000 cases of 


liquor had been taken from ware- 
houses in Ohio with the approval of 
Prohibition. Director Russell of Ohio. 


"I was told that Russell was 


'bought and paid for,' " he said. 


Kerns saM he employed John g. 


Todd, former law partner of Harry 
M. Daugherty in 1921 because he 
had influence with the attorney gen- 
eral. He paid Todd $500 a month 
during his employment. Todd, he 
said, went to the department of 
justice and "saw certain high offi- 
cials" to get information he wanted. 


The witness said that he was con- 


victed of conspiracy to violate the 
prohibition law and sentenced to 
two years in Atlanta penitentiary. 
After serving a year and three 
weeks, he was released on a parole 
in February 1924, signed by Daugh- 
erty and H. H. Votaw, superintend- 
ent of federal prisons. 


"Dngerleider told me that he was 


in a position to get liquor out of 
boild, and that he had power and in- 
fluence at Washington." the witness 
continued. The liquor, Kerns said, 
was to handled thru the Aramanda 
Candy and Drug company of Cleve- 
land. 


Kerns said he sold Ungerleider 


500 barrels of liquor which he had 
in bond. The payment for the liquor 
was handled thru a man named 
Grossburg who was later indicted, 
but escaped to Canada. 


"The 
liquor was to be made avail- 


able 
for the bootleg traders in 


Ohio." Kerns said. 


The permits 
for the liquor, he 


said were sold to Ungerleider for 
$1.50 a gallon. 


William Barnett of the Consoli- 


dated Drug company, informed him, 
Kerns said, that he could get liquor 
out of bond. The permits were to 
cost 117 a case, be said. Howard 
Manaingtoa and Ralph Cole were 
named by Barnett as his "associ- 
ates" in the liquor deal. Kerns said.

There is a well defined purpose 


on the part of a certain radical ele- 
ment 
in congress 
today to force

least to embroil them in politics by 
repealing

parently no other purpose than to 
serve their own political interests, or 
to use the railroads for material out 
of which to make political capital, 
and I wonder at the chamber of com- 
merce and other civic organizations 
m this country standing silently by 
and permitting them to accomplish 
their purpose. 


"Your railroads are operating un- 


dei what is known as the Esch-Cum- 
inins bill, 
a law which does not 


guarantee the railroads a penny, but 
on 
the other hand restricts their 


earnings to five and three-fourth per- 
cent (5 1-2 porecent), so that the 
most that a railroad company can do 
is to earn the five and three-fourtha 
per cent ( 5 3-4 per cent), if they 
can, 
and improve the physical con- 


dition of the property; a condition 
which every sane business man must 
agree is fair to the government, the 
people, and reasonably fair to the 
railroads. In order for the railroads 
to improve their physical condition 
to any great extent they must have 
some normal years thru which to I 
work in order to ascertain what they 
can do; a condition which has not 
existed since the inception of this 
law. 


Immediately following enactment 


of this law, it was necessary to un- 
scramble the railroad systems. The 
coal strike paralyzed 
business all 


over this country and the net earn- 
ings of the railroads was disappoint- 
ing. The shopmen's strike, which 
had to be fought to a finish, because 
to have surrendered 
would have 


necessitated higher freight rates; so 
that the fight was made and won at 
a horrible cost, not to the shippers 
of this <ountry or the general pub- 
lic, but to the railroads themselves 
or to'bemore specific, gentlemen, the 
railroads in this country sacrificed 
approximately two years of their pro- 
fits for the sake of a principle, the 
winning of which was to mean so 
much to the general public, because 
it made it possible to maintain the 
present level of freight rates as well 
as to have made it possible for other 
industries to employ labor at a more 
reasonable cost; and I would go 
farther and say that it was a master 
stroke on the part of the railroads 
in bringing about more stable condi- 
tions in the labor situation in CKis 
country following the world war. 


"Tour railroads are being super- 


vised almost beyond reason and they 
would like to be left alone -long 
enough to ascertain what they can 
do under existing laws and under 
normal conditions."

Not lone after Virginia and the

The Spanish Armada was getting 
ready to attack England, and Queei 
Elizabeth and the British sailors, 
were bending every nerve to defenc 
the island. 
Every available shn 
was seized and turned into a war 
vessel. 
Sir Walter Raleigh made two at 
tempts to succor his colony. Once 
the ships were ready to sail and 
•were seized by the Admiralty. A 
second time Governor White actu 
ally got to sea, but was driven back

entire colony vanished off the face 
of the earth. There was no mas- 
sacre by Indians as far as is known. 
They just disappeared, one hundred 
and fifty people, and no trace has 
ever been found of them. 


The colony of Roanoke Island was 
established by Sir Walter Raleigh, 
•who had been granted by Queen 
Elizabeth authority to plant English 
colonies in the New Country, which 
Haleigh had named Virginia alter 
"The Virgin Queen," as Elizabeth 
•was termed, because of her refusal 
to accept a husband. 
After one or two preliminary visits 
John, White firmly planted upon 
Roanoke Island what-was intended 
to be a powerful colony. * He had 
been appointed governor of the col- 
ony by Sir Walter Raleigh. 


The Governor's daughter. Mistress 
Dare, and her husband, Ananias, 
•were in the company, and a few 
days after they had landed on. beau- 
tiful Roanoke Island, the young 
•woman gave birth to a daughter, 
who was named Virginia because 
the name of the country was Vir- 
ginia. When American states lines 
were drawn, a couple of hundred 
years afterward, by the way, Roa- 
noke Island went to North Carolina. 
After building a little village and 
making: arrangements for planting 
and hunting and establishing friend- 
ly relations with the Indians, Gov- 
ernor White returned to England to 
secure more supplies and -more 
colonists. 


He expected to be back at the end 
of the few months required for a 
round trip across the Atlantic in 


by the Spanish warships already in 
the English Channel. 


There were many months of fight- 
ing and, after the breaking up of 
the Spanish fleet, it was many 
months more before England was in 
condition to resume ordinary com- 
mercial trading. 


Finally Governor White managed 
to secure passage with a sea-captain 
sailing for the West Indies, who 
agreed to stop at Roanoke on his re- 
turn voyage. 
He landed there in 
August, 1590, three years after the 
birth of his grandchild. 


v On the island there was no sign of 
human life. Grass grew in the fort. 
There was no sign of a struggle, no 
skeletons, no destruction. The huts 
were empty, but untouched. Carved 
on the trunk of a tree was the word 
"Croatoan," which was the name of 
an island to the southeast. 


Governor White concluded that 
for some reason'the colony had re- 
moved to Croatoan. The ship started 
for that island, but after a furious 
storm the captain turned his prow 
to England, quite deaf to White's 
prayers. 


Two other expeditions were sent 
out by Raleigh, in the hope of find- 
ing the colony, without avail. Set- 
tlers at Jamestown in 1667 were told 
that the colony had joined the 
Indians and lived peacefully with 
them for several years until the 
medicine men stirred tho tribe up to 
murder all but the children, four 
boys and a girl. 


Was the girl Virginia Dare? Did 
she grow up, marry an Indian and 
become the mother of papooses? 
Who knows?

Why Chicken-Pox Requires 


Isolation of the Sufferer

IHENEVER a child is taken sick with" a chil 
or vomiting:, followed by fever, and in a day 
or two an eruption begins to develop, there 


is occasion for apprehension on the part of the 
parents. 


Many really trivial conditions start in this way, 


but also these may be the initial symptoms of the 
most dreaded diseases of childhood. It ^is difficult 
for anyone, even for the doctor, to tell at the out- 
set what the trouble really is. 


DR. GOTHLAND 
One of the many diseases of children which 


usually announce their arrival by chills, is varicella, or chicken-pox. 
Instead of a chill, however, the fjrst signs may be pains in the back 
and legs and vomiting. 


Within a day of the first symp- 


toms the eruption appears. 
This 


is the distinguishing feature of vari- 
cella. 
It consists at first of red 


spots, slightly raised above the level 
of the skin. 
In a short time the 
skin over these spots becomes thin- 
ned. Then the underlying space fills 
the spots become 
with fluid and 
small blisters. 


These local disturbances run their 
course rather quickly. After a day 
or two the clear fluid within them 
becomes cloudy and rapidly absorbs, 
causing the blisters to shrink in 
size. By the end of the fourth day 
they have dried up, leaving dark 
crusts, that fall off pretty soon. As 
a rule no scars remain to tell the 
story, but if the blisters become in- 
jected—as they are apt to do if 
scratched—there may be consider- 
able permanent scarring. 


The eruption may not be confined 


;o the skin. 
Sometimes it attacks 
the lining of the mouth and throat. 


Although an attack of varicella 
s usually a mild illness in children, 
the little patients should be care- 
'ully watched. Rest in bed for sev- 
eral days and a restricted diet will 
do much to hasten recovery. 


No matter how insignificant the 
symptoms may seem, the child with 
<*aricella should be kept from school 
and from contact with other mem- 
>ers of the family. 
It is believed 
that the infection is communicated 
hrough discharges from the patient, 
especially from the blisters, and also 
roin the secretions of «the nose, 
mouth and throat. Danger of infec- 
ion is not past until tho disease 
has progressed to the point that all 
he scabs have disappeared. 
To relieve the itching, the affected 
parts may be sprayed several times 
a day with a solution of three table- 
spoonfuls of hyposulphite of soda 
o one quart of water. 
After the 
.rusts have formed apply oxide of 
zinc ointment to them. 
Varicella is rare in adult life, but 
f it does occur it may be serious, 
t must not be forgotten that the 
:ondition is one which is sometimes 
;onfounded with smallpox.

derstand why congress is angry at 
Japan's daring to interfere with 
legislation on a domestic question, 
pending before congress, but they, 
nevertheless, are concerned about 
the consequences of congress* anger. 


It, therefore, has been suggested 


that Mr. Coolidge will veto the immi- 
gration bill, when it comes to him 
carrying the exclusion clause.

It is considered doubtful that Sen- 


ators Lodge, Pepper, Reed (Pennsyl-

Which io 
another way ot sajmg he knows now he did 
not know then what he was writing about It 
takes courage to be consistent, but a govern- 
ment is in no danger fiom men who are tree 
to admit error.'

lot of our individual and national problems. A 
very considerable part of our legislation is en- 
acted for the purpose of correcting the evils 
that these two forces have wrought in our 
economic structure. \Ve sometimes think that 
what may be termed natural injustices are

and who grabs for what he gets is the man 
who gets what he wants, while the man who 
Is considerate ot the rights of others, kindly 
disposed and courteous and self-effacing gets 
little of what he wants. This fact tends to 
make men more collous and careless, and thus 
the snowball gathers substance. Perhaps the 
hopelessness of any effort to cure this is at 
the bottom of the belief that the collection of 
the reward of the righteous must be postponed 
until the hereafter.

Dr. Wells of Wesleyan laid down a truth the 


other day that deserves to be rescued from the 
obscurity of the news columns and given due 
prominence in this one. Speaking of the 
gr.oup of silly faddists at Northwestern who 
resolved never to go to war under any circum- 
stances, he said: "A type of religion that un- 
fits a man for the duties of citizenship is the 
worst kind of religion." We' aie against war, 
but we live in a woild of Avar. In other words, 
what we do to end war must be done with con- 
sideration for existing facts and conditions. 
One of the duties of citizenship is to defend 
one's-country when such defense is necessary, 
just as one of the duties of a man is to defend 
Irom attack those to whom he owes protection. 
A religion that teaches men to disregard inher- 
ent duties ^s not a religion at all.

While we 
are dojng It we might as well, we add, acquire 
wealth, which so many seem to think is an in- 
terpretation of that meaning. The false stand- 
ards that wealth evolves and the undermining 
of moral health that so often accompanies its 
possession and use are proof that this is not 
the answer, but how many care?
